tFrom tho Commonwealth.] 
Decision, of the Court of Appeals. 

I JOHNSON, ) 

vs. \ Appeal frSm Scott Circuit. 
HIGUINS, j 

Chief Justice Stites delivered tho opinion 
of the court. 

On the lUlh of May, 1801, the General As- 
sembly passed an act entitled, "An act to sus- 
pend thecircuii and other courts in this Com- 
monwenlth, and for other purposes," which 
provided that it should tako effect from its 
passage. 

The first section of this act reads as follows, 
I viz : 

'•J 1. That all laws requiring circuit courts, 
equity and criminal courts, quarterly courts, 
justices' courts, and all police, town, and city 
courts, except for the trial of criminal and 
penal causes in this Commonwealth, be, and 
they are hereby, repealed until the first day 
of January. 1862: Provided, That after the 
expiration of said time, said courts shall be 
held and governed by all the laws now in 
forco: And provided further, That all civil 
process of every kind, returnable to said 
terms shall be continued until the next regu- 
I lar terms of said courts after tho first day of 
! January, 1802; and nothing herein contain- 
] ed shall be construed so as to interfere in any 
I manner whatever with the trial of criminal 
I and penal causes in said courts at their regu- 
lar terms, as though this act had not taken 
] effect : And provided further. That the cir- 
j cuit court of Boyle county, be held at its reg 
ular August term for the trial of all conlest- 
! cd cases remaining on the docket of said court 
I at the February term, MM. That the sever- 
j al judges of the equity and circuit courts shall 
] hold the terms of their several courts at the 
i times now fixed by law for the trial of crimi- 
nal and pcjU prosecutions, and for the pur- 
! pose of the assignment of dower, for the trial 
{ of cases of divorce, for the probate of wills, 
for making the partition of land, ordering 
the distribution of estates ratably among tire 
creditors, and for the trial of actions of tort, 
: actions of forcible entry and detainer, and 
1 forcible detainer, and cases where the title to 
land or other property is in dispute, or where 
j the boundary of land is involved, or a parly is 
I seeking to establish or complete, by judgment 
or order of court, title to lands, and all paiises 
between principal and agent, between trus- 
tees and cestui que trust, and for ail other 
! cases of law or equity where a decree or pidg- 
j ment for money is not to be rendered, and for 
' the taking of all proper steps for the prepa- 
' ration of cases in said courts." 

In April, 1801, appellee brought his action 
against appellant upon a promissory note I 
which had matured in March before; and at j 
the May term, 1801. of the Scott circuit ! court, 
just five days after the enactment at the fore- 
going law, a judgment was rendered in said 
action against the appellant for the sum of 
ten tbousandalollar.s — the amount of the note 
not contioverled. From that judgment he! 
has appealed, and the only question to be 
considered is. whether the circuit court lin'l 
power, notwithstanding said law, to render 
the judgment complained of. 

The ground relied on in support of the 
judgment and action uf the circuit court i«. 

that the section of the act just cited is rft n- 

atitutional and void. It is said that it is in 
violation of the following provisions of the 
StatD Constitution, section 37 of article 
which declares that . 

■•No law enacted bv the General Assembly i 
shall relate to more than one subject, and that 
shall be expressed in the title." 

Section 1), of article 13. which dejMnros, 
"That ull Courts shall be open, and every 
person, for an injury done him in his lands, 
goods, person, or reputation, shall have rem- 
edy by due course of law; and l ight and justice 
shall be adminirtered without sale, denial, or 
delay." 

Section 20, same article, which provides 
• That no ex post facto law. nor any law im- 
pairing contracts, shall be made." 

And that it also violates section 10 of article, 
I. of the Federal Constitution, which forbids 1 
a State from exacting laws impairing the oh- ; 
ligation of contracts, and is oppo-ed to the | 
genoral spirit and intent of both State and , 
Federal Constitutions. 

1. The meaning and effect of section 37, ' 
article 2. of our State Constitution, supra, has 
been determined by this court in several eases, 
I Chiles v Drake; Phillips V Covington and] 
Cincinnati Bridge Company, and Louisville \ 
and Oldham turnpike road company v. Bal- 
lard. 2d Metcalfe. 149, 108, 240.) 

The rule is, that the section should receive 
a reasonable and not a technical construction; 
and that no provision of a statute relating, 
directly or indirectly, to the subject express- 
ed in the title, having a natural connection 
therewith, and not foreign tothe same, should 
be deemed within the constitutional inhibi- 
tion. 

In view of this rule — the propriety of 
which cannot be doubted — there is but little I 
difficulty in disposing of the first point. 

The subject of the law — the matter concern- 
ing which the Genera! Assembly acted, was 
the courts — the circuit anil other courts of the 
State; one general subject, but divisible into 
several classes, each, however, connected with 
and nkin to the other, and relating to the mat- 
ter expressed in the title. 

That the first section, with which alone we \ 
have now to do, relates to the subject of the 
title, is too plain to need remark. Its provi- i 
-ions affect alone the courts — suspending t heir 
jurisdiction over n certain class of, cases, or 
limiting it to other cases, for the time men- 
tioned in the act. 

In Phillips v. Covington and Cincinnati 
Bridge Company, supra, the title of the act 
was. "An act to amend the charter of the 
Covington and Cincinnati Bridge Company." 
It was objected that a section thereof, which 
authorized the city of Covington to take 
stock in the bridge company, and to raise 1 
means for its payment, was incongruous with 
the title, and therefore void. It was held | 
otherwise, and the section was sustained, be- \ 
cause it related to the bridge company — the 
subject of the title. And the same principle] 
was, in effect, enunciated in Chiles v. Drake, 
and Louisville and Oldham turnpike road 
company v. Ballard, already cited. 

That more appropriate words might, in 
this case, have been selected to denote the 
s ihject-matti r of the act, cannot be denied; 
but the failure to select or use s.ich tanas, 
cannot affect the validity of the act or sec- 
tion, provide l its subject matter, as here, is j 
sufficiently indicated by the language of tho 
title. 

Nor do we think that section 14, of art'olo. 
13. of the State Constitution, supra, has been 
violated by the section of the act in question. 

This provision is found in the bill of rights. 
It prescribes certain general duties for the 
courts of the State, and also lays down gene, 
ral rules for the manner of conducting their 
business, the effect of which may be thus 
stated: 1. They are to he held in an open 
and public manner, and their proceedings arc 
not to be secret, or concealed from public 
view. 2. Thev are to administer justice wit h- 
oct sa'e — that i", thev are not to accept com- 
pensation from litigants; and 3. They are 
not to deny any one a fair trial, nor to delay 
the same, except upon sufficient legal grounds 
for continuance. 

The terms and import of this provision 
' show that it relates altogether to the judicial 
, department of the government, which is to 
I administer justice "by due course of law,'' 
; and not to the legislative department, by 
: whieb such "due course" imiv be prescribed. 
Any other construction would make it. incon- 
sistent with other clauses of the Constitution, 
and. in fact, render it practically absurd. 

To say. for instance, that it demands that 
eourts shall be constantly in session, would 
virtually deny to the Legislature the power 
U> fix the t^rms of the soreral court? through- 



out the State — a power indispensably necos- I 
>ary for the performance of other duties ex- I 
pre.-sly enjoined upon that body by sections 10 i 
and 11) of article 4, to-wit: to establish circuit | 
courts in eich county, to divide the State into 
judicial districts, having due regard to busi- 
ness, population, and territory ; because, with 
the number of circuit judges, limited as it is 
by the Constitution, it would be impossible 
so to arrange the judicial districts as to estab- 
lish a circuit court in each of the one hundred 
counties of the State, and provido for the 
holding thereof by a circuit judge, without 
fixing the terms of the courts, and so limiting 
] the number of judicial days as to enable him 
I to preside, at such stated periods, in the sev- 
eral counties of his district. Such a thing as 
constant session* of tho circuit courts in each 
! county of the Slate, we suppose, was not 
1 thought of by the framors of the Constitu- 
j lion. . ' 

Agakl i to say that the provision was. in 
anywise, designed to regulate the jurisdiction 
id' the courts, would at once bring it into col- 
lision with article 4, section 17, which, in so 
many words, gives that power to the Legisla- 
ture. It is hardly) possible that tho frutuers 
of the Constitution would have conferred 
j such a power upon that body, and, in another 
t clause of the same instrument, effectually 
i prevented its exercise. 

| But it is supposed that furt horremark upon 
this point is unnecessary. It seems obvious 
. that the section of the Constitution referred 
j to, presented no obstacle to the exercise of 
legislative power complained of. 

We are now to consider whether the section 
I of the act in question comes in conflict with 
the provisions of the Federal and State Con- 
' stitntion, forbidding the enactment of laws 
impairing the obligation of contracts; and as 
said provisions arc similar in effect, if not 
] in terms, they may lie treated as one and the 
same prohibition, so fur as they relate to the 
act before us. 

The meaning, effect, and scope of this con- 
stitutional inhibition were thoroughly and 
1 ably discussed by 1 his court in the celebrated 
cases of Blair vs. Williams, and Lapsley vs. 
Brashear, 4 Liltell. 3.">-47. In these cases it 
was settled, that the "legal obligation of a 
contract consists in the remedy given by law 
; to enforce its performance, or to make com- 
' pensation for the failure to perforin it." And. 
i in accordance with this view, the act of (820 
— commonly called the two years' replevin or 
: stay law, whereby the defendant in an execn- 
i iton was allowed to slay it* colli c i m for two 
years, unless the plaintiff would consent to 
| reccivo in satisfaction thereof notes on the 
Bank of Kentucky or the Commonwealth's 
! Bank — was pronounced unconstitutional and 
i void as to pre-existing contracts, because it 
Impaired their obligation, or the legal remedy 
whereby they could be enforced. 

Those cases, and the doctrine they establish, 
are relied on to show that the section of the 
act before us is a direct infraction of said con- 
stitutional prohibition. 

It is ei intended that so much of it asfo-bade 
the courts from rendering judgments for debt, 
or limited their jurisdiction to other cases, 

during the time s| ifiod in tho act, impaired 

appellee's legal remedy to enforce his contract, 
by preventing him from obtaining his judg- 
ment as soon as h" could have (lone under the 
previou- law. and that, therefore, to such ex- 
tent, it impaired the obligation of his contract, 
and is within the principle staled. •* 

Xne principle laid down in said cases is re- 
cognized as authoritative, but. in our judg- 
ment, it is not applicable to the case in hand. 
This act. or rather the first section thereof, 
relates not to t be remedy whereby a contract 
is to be enforced, but tothe courts of the Slate 
which administer the remedy. It does not, 
like the act of 1830. supra, undertake to alter 
contracts, by prescribing either what kind 
of funds the creditor shall receive, or what 
additional time he «|ih1I give to his debtor. Iu 
whole province is to fix the periods within 
which the courts shall or shall not henr and 
decide such case*, and to prescribe what busi- 
ness they may or may not transact within such 
times. It is, in other words, substantially an 
act to limit — to regulate — the jurisdiction of 
the courts, an exercise of power over a subject 
placed, as wc have seen, expressly within the 
control of the Legislature by the Constitution, 
and which, so far as we know, has never been 
denied to it, or seriously questioned, since the 
organization of the State. The legislative 
history of the State furnishes many instance* 
of the exercise of this power, one of which we 
mention as similar, in some respects, to that 
now objected to. 

By the law in force prior to the winter of 
42-43, the circuit courts throughout the State 
were required to hold three regular terms a 
year, in each county, at which any business 
could be done, thereby giving to the creditor, 
at either term, the right to bring his action 
and obtain judgment fur debts maturir.g just 
prior thereto. A nd upon debts within a ju- 
risdiction ofn justice, he could sue at any time, 
and have his judgment, after proper service, 
without waiting for a regular term every 
three months. 

By an act. however, passed during the ses- 
sion of 42-43. (session acts 1842-3,1 the sum- 
mer terms of the circuit courts, for the trans- 
action of common law business, were abolish- 
ed, and justices were allowed to hold their 
court* only four times a year. The effect of 
this law upon creditors was, to some extent, 
to postpone the obtcntion of judgments on 
their demands, and yet, we suppose, the pow- 
er of the Legislature in this in-tance has not 
lieen scrim, lv doubted, nor the law regarded 
as impairing Ibe obligation of contracts. 

Suppose, in the case before us. tho act bad 
been simply to postpone the Scott circuit 
court to the first Monday in June, iin.l to take 
effect from its pas-age. This would have de- 
layed the appellee in the procuring of his judg- 
ment upon the note, but could it have been 
regarded us impairing the obligation of his 
contract? Or, suppose the act had declared 
that there should be but one term of the cir- 
cuit court in each county in the Slate, and 
had fixed that term in Scott in September 
following its passage, would it have been 
deeni'-d within the constitutional inhibition? 
Certainly not. And for the reason that such 
legi-lation in regard to courts, prescribing 
their terms and jurisdiction, relates not to 
the remedy for enforcing the contract, but to 
the tribunals by which the remedy is to be 
administered. ^ 

But upon this point we have the opinion of 
our predecessors, in the case of Lapsley v 
Brashear, supra which it is thought I est to 
give in the wi rds of the distinguished jurist, 
(Judge Owsley, i » bo delivered the opinion: 
• But, remarked the court, it was said in ar- 
gument, that if our construction of the Con- 
stitution prevails, the same system of courts 
mu*t irrevocably remain, without even being 
subject to the control of the Legislature, as to 
the time of their sessions, contrary to the in- 
variable practice of all the States in the 
j Union." 

"Tbe conclusion is not, however, admitted 
to follow from the premises assumed. To 
! give the argument any sort of plausibility, 
i the position must first be established that 
courts constitute a part of legal remedies. 
! But we deny the correctness of the position. 
Courts are creeled for the purpose of deciding 
contested rights, when those rights are drawn 
i in question, and brought before them through 
I the instrumentality of remedies prescribed by 
;law; but courts exist independent of those 
, remedies, and, fa a legal sense, compose no part 
of then. To create, alter, and abolish courts, i 
, and to change their sessions, is a subject i 
which falls properly within the sphere of; 
legislative discretion, and we know of no 
provision in the constitution which limits the 
1 power of the Legislature upon that subject, 
except as to aboli-hing such courts as the con- 
stitution has established — though in exercis- ' 
i'n'g that power i rivute rights may be inci- 
dentally affected " 



Now, the section of the act complained of 
does i.ot alter or abolish the courts, nor does 
it change their sessions. It does less than! 
either — it merely prescribes what business , 
ttiey may do within a certain period of lime; j 
or, in oilier words, it limits their jurisdiction, 
during such period, to certain classes of cases 1 
— a species of legislation id' common occur- 1 
retice, and undoubted constitutionality. For 
instance, some of the courts are required by 
law, at certain terms, to transact only crimi- 
nal business, and at called terms nothing but 
criminal and chancery business can be done. 
W hat dillerence. iu pi inciple, is there belween 
this kind uf legislation and the act or section 
before us .' Both forbid tho transaction of 
certain description of business by the courts, 
for specified times, and allow other business 
to be dune during the same period; and both 
are, in effect; mere legislative regulatious of 
the Jurisdiction of the courts. 

Suppose, .at a called or special term of a 
circuit court, an attempt should be made to 
render a judgment for debt iu all action by 
ordinary prec.wdhiga, could such action bo 
upheld, or would such judgment be deemed 
valid i Most assuredly not. And why? 
Because the courts are to administer justice 
"by due course of law, ' and they have no 
power to render judgments, except at terms 
prescribed by law for the transaction of such 
bu-iness, or the trial of such cases, or at 
which such business is allowed by law to be 
done. Such procedure would be, emphati- 
cally, coram nan ' f uJice, and the judgment 
void, because forbidden by law; and why the 
judgment now complained of. which was also 
iu disregard of a legislative regulation or in- 
hibition, should he deemed operative and ( 
valid, we confess ourselves unable to perceive. | 

We conclude, therefore, that the section of: 
the act referred to does not conflict with the 
constitutional provi-ioti prohibiting the en- 
actment of laws impairing the obligation of 
contracts. 

The objection that the purpose and evi- 
dent design of the Legislature, as manifested 
by the act. is in opposition to the spirit and 
intent of the Constitution, may be briefly dis- 
posed of. 

The intent and spirit of the Constitution 
are to be gathered alone from its provisions. 
If the framors ofthat instrument had intend- 
ed fco interpose any restriction upon the Leg- 
islature ill regard to the jurisdiction or power 
of the courts, it is due to their wisdom and in- 
telligence to suppose that they would have, in 
an appropriate manner, so expressed them- 
selves, and not left such an important mat- 
ter to mere inference or construction.. And 
especially is this supposition to be indulged 
when we remember that the doctrine which 
teaches that the Legislature may exact nnv 
law that is not forbidden, by the fundamental 
law of ihelanoV, bad been well established and 
received prior to the formation or adoption of 
the present Constitution. 

The duty, and soledut v. of this department 
of the Government, w hen the Constitutional \ 
power of the Lee.Mature to enact a law is! 
questioned, is to look to the provisions of the \ 
Federal and State Constitutions, and if they 
do not. in express terms, or by necessary and 
proper implication, forbid the exercise of such 
power, the enactment must be adjudged valid, I 

and et f.i c b'e i.s a law. Beyond ihe Consti- 1 
tutional >es rictiona thus to be interpreted, the i 
only limits upon the State Legislature in en- 
acting laws are its own wisdom, sound judg- i 
ment, and patriotism. And it may be added, 
that in doubtful cases, where it is not clear 
that the fundamental law has not Veen invaded. | 
Courts rarely, if ever, interfere to arrest ihe 
operation of Legislative enactments. Respect i 
for the w isdom of a co-ordinate department of , 
the Government, as well a« sound policy, for- 
bid such interference except upon clear and 
satisfactory grounds. 

Something has been said ns to the motives 
and necissitie- which may have superinduced 
the enactment of the law. Of these mailers 
it become/ n> not to speak. Such inquiries 
relate, not to the constitutionality of the law, 
but to its policy, and pertain properly to ibe 
legislative, and not to the judicial department 
of the Government. 

Our opinion, therefore, is, that the first sec- 
tion of the act in question is not unconstitn- 
t ona', but is valid and enforcable as a law. 
And as the judgment complained of disere- 
gards said section, it is deemed erroneous and 
unauthorized. 

Wherefore, said judgment is rerersid, and 
cause remanded for further proceedings not in- 
consistent with this opinion.

Curing Hams. 

Few person' understand the proper ingre- 
dients, and exact proportion, to make a suitable 
pickle for curing hams. This is ihe season 
when such information is useful. The desid- 
eratum is to cure the meat so that it will keep 
in hot weather, with the use of as little salt 
as possible. Pickle made in the following 
manner, it is believed, will accomplish this: 

1 j lbs. of salt — coarse or alum salt is best. 

{ oz. saltpeter. 

1 pint of molasses, or 1 lb. of brown sugar. 

1 teaspoonful of saleratus. 

Let these be added to one gallon of water, 
and tbe amount. increased in the same propor- 
tions to maketheqtiantity required. Bring the 
liquor to a boil, taking care to skim just be- 
fore it begins to boil. Let the pickle cool, 
and pour il over the meat until entirely cover- 
ed. The me.it should be packed in clean, tight 
casks, and should remain in tbe pickle six or 
seven weeks, when it will be 'fit to smoke 
Green hickory wood is the best article for 
this purpose. -Shoulders prepared in the same 
way are nearly as good as hams. This pickle is 
just thetbiiigto make nice com beef or corned 
beef tongue.-, or any lean meat for drying.

Proclamation by the Governor. 
Whebkas, The following resolutions, viz 
"Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate State?, 
and the commanders of the forces bo invading 
the State hare insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
iniulting the dignity of the State by demand- 
ing termi to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
»/ the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must be expelled : inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
•njoymcnt of their live* and property,, it is — 

2. " Further resolved, That General' K.ibert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, lie requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposcof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel 
tbe invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citiren shall be molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens' property 
•hall bo taken or confiscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their, families are enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Resolved, That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 1 e 
requested to give all the aid in his power to 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions, 
•nd that he call out so much of the military 
force of the State under his command, as may 
be necessary therefor, and that he place the 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L. j 
Crittenden. 

6. Resolved, That the patriotism of CTery 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid in the defense of 
the Commonwealth.

should act in harmony, and be at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war, they will as far as possible, 
relievo and palliate its calamities; therefore 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions;

V 1 • Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Common wealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of | 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by j 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the I 
■ so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the < 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor t 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
! service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

4 'J. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his i 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- | 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

§ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted uuder the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered in|A> ser- , 
vice at such places of rendezvous iu the Con- • 
gressioual District in which they volunteer as the 
General iu the field shall appoint by his orders; ! 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one j 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

$ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- j 
ized, as provided lor by this act, shall, when i 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

y 5. That the Governor be also authorized to J 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by i 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be iic- ; 
cepted in this arm of the service uuless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And prodded also, That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

§ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

v 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who lender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

* $ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of offifers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed bv any justice ol the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice orjudge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, ami what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

$ 9. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the Hth section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, I860 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, 11th, and 12lh sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

t) 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws.
